spondents. 


Through Mr. Alfred Hopkins’s generosity, this scholarship will be awarded annually. 


Mr. N. J. Sapienza, the winner of the Walter L. Hopkins Fontainebleau Scholarship of 1926-1927, re- 
ports that he spent a most profitable summer, and benefited immensely by the criticism given by Professors 
Laleux, Carlu, Gromort and Labatut, and Messrs. Bray and Alaux, and by the lectures on the History of 
France given by Monsieur Saillens. These lectures were supplemented by trips to the Chateaux of Blois, 
Chenonceaux, Chamborg, D’Amboise, Langeais, Chinon, Loches, Chamont, Villandry and D’Azay-Le Rideau, 
and the Cathedral of Chartres. Besides the architectural instruction and travel, the Fontainebleau School of 
Fine Arts affords a close contact with all the branches of art and develops a broader and keener appreciation of 
the relation of architecture to these arts. 


The sketches and drawings made by Mr. Sapienza while on this scholarship will be exhibited at the Insti- 
tute April 4th to 7th, and illustrations of some of them will appear in a later issue of the BULLETIN. 


In the Department of Decoration and Mural Painting the Whiton Prize is to be awarded on the Class 
“B” VII Program of this school year. The prize is the gift of Mr. Sherrill Whiton. 


The Beaux-Arts Institute of Design Prize of $200 in the Department of Decoration and Mural Paint- 
ing, will be awarded at the judgment of April 10th for the Class “A” and Class “B”’ seventh competitions.

“DECORATION FOR A BUILDING” 


It is proposed to build a new building for the Institute, four 
stories in height with setback and apartment on the fifth story. 

At the height of fifty feet from the sidewalk there will be a 
decorative piece of sculpture, approximately nine feet in length 
by six feet high. This is to be in high relief. It is to be 
eighteen inches above the tops of the highest windows in the 
facade, which are grouped in three vertical bands in the center 
of the building. The sculpture forms one of two terminal 
points of the two end piers of the building, as shown in the 
accompanying blue print. : 

The sculpture motif may be of any type, either figures or a 
decorative design representing trophies connected with archi- 
tecture and sculpture.

“DECORATION FOR A CHANCEL” 


A memorial chapel upon a rocky promontory overlooking the 
sea has been founded in memory. of the men of the life-saving 
service. The print illustrates an elevation and section of the 
east end of the chapel. 

The problem is to design the wall decorations for this chancel 
which are to consist of a lunette above the altar illustrating or 
symbolizing the episode described in the Gospel of St. Luke, 
Chapter VIII, Verses 23 and 24: 

“|. . and there came down a storm of wind on the lake: 

and they were filled with water, and were in jeopardy. 

“And they came to Him, and awoke Him, saying, “Master, 
Master. we perish.’ Then He arose and rebuked the wind 
and the raging of the water; and they ceased, and there 
was a calm.” 

The design is to include the treatment of the walls and vaults 
of this recessed chancel. The walls and vaults are all to be 
finished in plaster and the direct decorations to be executed in 
fresco. If the designer desires, the lower portion of the wall 
may be finished in stone, marble or wood.

CLASS “A” III ESQUISSE-ESQUISSE 


“A TOURIST CAMP IN A NATIONAL 
FOREST” 


In a National Forest at the foot of a great ravine through 
which trails give access to a wild mountain region, it is proposed 
to erect a Tourist Camp. Here will stay, for a few days at a 
time, automobile parties and those whose love of mountain 
climbing induces them to essay the neighboring peaks, snow- 
capped till late summer, and also those who find delight and 
interest in the study of the minerals and flowers of the locality. 

As it is a region of great natural beauty, care must be taken 
that the buildings and treatment of grounds introduce no dis- 
cordant note to the setting. 

The camp will occupy gently sloping ground, 600 feet by 800 
feet, on which many trees abound. 

The following requirements shall be provided for: 

a. A Hotel, containing lounging rooms, piazzas, game rooms, a 
ballroom, dining-room and lunch-rooms, kitchen, office, neces- 
sary service and bedrooms for service, but without bedrooms 
for guests, who will be housed in dormitories. 

b. A Dormitory for Men to accommodate two hundred, in one 
or two stories. 

c. A Dormitory for Women to accommodate two hundred, in 
one or two stories. 

Each dormitory shall have shower rooms, toilets and a 
lounging room on each floor. 

d. Twenty bungalows of two rooms each. 

e. A Museum containing exhibition halls for the minerals and 
flowers of the region, a lecture room for 500, ten small labo- 
ratories, curator’s office, service, public toilets. 

f. A Public Garage, where repairs can be made and gasoline 
and supplies bought. 

g. Parking space for two hundred cars, which must be so dis- 
tributed that it does not become a blemish on the property. 

h. A small building for forest rangers, containing an office, 
living-room, kitchen, bedrooms for ten men. 

j. A small building for forest police, containing an office, 
lock-up, living-room, kitchen, bedrooms for ten men. 

k. A large swimming pool with bath houses. 

Each element of the design must be designated on the plan 
with the corresponding letter on the program.

“A MEMORIAL CHAPEL”
